T IS ONE THING to accept the principle that this country must 

increase its exports, but it is quite another to translate precept 

into practice. By now there can hardly be anyone left who is unaware 
of the fact that we must export more, but there are still a great many 
people wondering how we are to do it. The purpose of this article is 
to describe one of the ways in which the manufacturer, irrespective 
of size, can contribute to the export effort — and incidentally increase 
his turnover -— without expert knowledge or experience of doing 
business overseas. 

Let it be said at once that for the well-intentioned manufacturer 
to attempt to engage in export trade without knowing what he is 
about can be foolish, if not disastrous. Exporting can be fun. It is a 
stimulating business, but it involves complications which simply do 
not arise in the home trade and, without the specialized knowledge 
and resources required to meet these complications, the manufacturer 
can easily get into very deep water ending up in financial loss and, 
indirectly, damage to the country’s commercial reputation abroad. 
For geographical reasons alone, to sell one’s wares in, for example, 
Bogota must be a somewhat more involved affair than it is to sell 
them in, say, Birkenhead. 


Only Two Ways 


When all is said and done, there are only two ways of conducting 
an export business - either do it yourself or get someone else to do 
it for you. Doing it oneself is all very well provided one has the 
resources to engage one’s own export staff who know their job and 
provided the business accruing is sufficient to warrant the expenditure 
of time and money in frequent visits abroad (an essential concomitant 
to successful exporting), not to mention the tying up of valuable

These arguments are illusory. The fact is that this ‘middleman,’

It has also been estimated that there are 55,739 manufacturing keepers, many foreign manufacturers make far better use of their 
establishments in the United Kingdom, of which 49,778, or 89-4 per export merchants than we do of our own. And yet, in terms of 
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experience and reputation abroad, the British export merchanting 
community stands second to none. The short answer to the merchants’ 
critics is that if what is sometimes said were true, the merchanting com- 
munity would not have conducted as much export business for as 
many people for as long as it has done. But these criticisms must 
nevertheless be answered. 


The Question of Price 


First of all price. Now if a merchant’s function were simply to put 
X per cent. on the manufacturer’s price he would soon be out of a job. 
This is not to say that the ultimate selling price abroad will not be 
more than the ex-works price because, of course, it must be. All 
methods of export selling cost money and the cost must be included 
in the selling price. The ultimate selling price must also include the 
merchant’s profit or commission as the case may be, but the point is 
that this is not something for nothing, it is the cost of indispensable 
services rendered. A word about these services in a moment, but let 
if be said now that they have to be performed and, if the manu- 
ctaturer does not pay the merchant, he will have to pay in all pro- 
bability more to someone else. 

Secondly, ignorance of the product. Clearly no one knows his 
own product better than the maker, but if he is unwilling to confide 
in those who hope to sell his product, he has no one to blame but 
himself. The essence of successful selling is mutual trust and co- 
operation and the remedy to any difficulty in this direction lies in the 
hands of the individual manufacturer who must take the merchant 
into his confidence, just as he does his salesmen at home, so that both 
may work as a team. It is quite wrong to suppose that the merchant is 
incapable of understanding technical niceties: there are many, for 
example, who have qualified engineers on their staff in this country, 
whilst others have qualified experts in their overseas offices and, if 
the nature of the product requires subsequent servicing, arrangements 
can be made to provide it. The extent and nature of the service is a 
matter for negotiation. Nowadays merchants tend to specialize in a 
relatively few lines thus, whilst there are always exceptions to any 
generalization, the man who specializes in soft goods and textiles may 
not necessarily reckon to sell machinery or computers and vice versa. 

One of the main reasons for these misconceptions as to the export 
merchant’s capabilities is the complex and widely varying nature of 
his business. It is impossible to say in a few words precisely what a 
merchant is or does. One definition may hold good for one merchant 
in one market and be quite untrue in another set of circumstances. 
The so-called t may assume the role of merchant — in its 
proper sense — for one transaction and confirming house for another. 
He may be a manufacturer’s agent or a buying or an indent house. 
He may do only one, or some, or all of these things depending upon 
the nature of the transaction or the market concerned. But if, in the 
circumstances, a generalization is unwise, one thing can be said with 
certainty — the export merchant can provide as it were a ready made 
export department for the manufacturer be he large or small. With 
his expert knowledge of export selling — and export selling does not 
consist of waiting for unsolicited letters of credit to arrive on one’s 
desk — he represents for the manufacturer his market research expert, 
his traveller, his shipping clerk, his export manager, his insurance 
broker and his export financier and, by virtue of the fact that he com- 
bines these essential services and is doing the job the whole time, he is 
able to provide them at a rate below that which it would cost were the 
manufacturer to seek them elsewhere. 


It is impossible in the space of a short article to do much more than 
allude to the variety of services which the merchanting community 
profiers manufacturers wishing to enter the export trade. The great 
thing to remember, however, is that export selling is a specialized 
business and therefore requires specialist treatment. The export 
merchant exists because he is a specialist in overseas trade with all 
that that entails in terms of market knowledge and the machinery of 
export. 


Specialization 


It has already been said that nowadays many merchants tend to 
specialize in a relatively few lines of goods. Many of them too specialize 
in markets or groups of markets. These are the so-called general export 
merchants who trade in and with distinct areas of the world — South 
American merchants, Far Eastern merchants, Australian and New 
Zealand merchants, and so on. These merchants, who in some cases 
have been trading with the markets in which they specialize for up to 
hundreds of years, often have their own associated houses or even their 
principals established in the countries which they serve and they know

from years of experience the tastes and requirements peculiar to those 
countries. It is not just a question of knowing the other man’s language 
- which in itself is most important —it involves understanding of 
the overseas customer’s like and dislikes, his prejudices, his methods 
of trading, advertising and so on. It is a question of knowing what will 
and will not sell and why things will or will not sell. It is a question, 
in a word, of experience which no one, no matter what his resources, 
can hope to acquire over-night. It is quite impossible and highly 
to our national prestige to attempt to ignore or even over- 
ride the customer’s idiosyncrasies. There are potential snags to export 
business which often simply do not occur to the uninitiated. The 
export merchant, who depends for his livelihood on continuity of 
business in a given market, discovered and overcame these snags 
years ago. 

Equally important and, judging by recent correspondence in the 
Press, a matter which is worrying many manufacturers is the mer- 
chant’s knowledge of the machinery of export. Again, this is largely 
a matter of experience and, if you like, know-how. For instance, he 
understands packing, he can use to the best advantage shipping space 
and services and and arrange insurance not only economically but 
adequately. He is familiar with the complexities of import and export 
regulations, tariffs, quotas and exchange. Documentation which must, 
to say the least, perplex the unaccustomed, is an everyday matter to 
the merchant’s staff; many export contracts have ended in disaster 
and much goodwill abroad Bh been lost through incorrect documenta- 
tion. Incidentally, in buying from a number of different suppliers and 
combining their goods into one shipment, the merchant is often able 
to make a considerable saving on shipping, banking and other charges. 
Last, but by no means least, the merchant pays the manufacturer 
promptly i in sterling, relieving him of financial risk and ensuring that 
money which should be devoted to production is not tied up ~ use- 
lessly from the manufacturer’s point of view-in giving credit to 
someone abroad.

in touch with those who have the right overseas contacts and expert 
knowledge? It is desirable that manufacturers should find their export 
merchants through the properly accredited organizations — the 
National General Export Merchants’ Group and the Chambers of 
Commerce — who are already doing a great deal of useful work of this 
kind. Since the war the National General Export Merchants’ Group 
has, with the co-operation of the Board of Trade and manufacturing 
organizations, put some 6,000 manufacturers in touch with appropriate 
export merchants. The Group, which is housed and staffed by the 
London Chamber of Commerce, is made up of Regional Groups in 
Birmingham, Glasgow, Liverpool, London and Manchester and 
manufacturers seeking further information are recommended to get 
in touch with the Chambers of Commerce in these centres.

THE PRESENT RECORD levels of Anglo-German trade, the im- 
portance of achieving 

key role of the technologist in future prosperity were among the 
points made by Mr. Reginald ing, President of the Board of 
Trade, when he opened the British Pavilion at the German Industries 
Exhibition 1960 in West Berlin on September 10. The theme of the 
display is ‘British Technology Serves the Future.’ 

Mr. Maudling said that, like Berlin itself, the exhibition grew in 
importance year by year. The increasing number of German and 
foreign exhibitors demonstrated not only the value of participation 
but also the widespread confidence of industry in the future of the 
city, whose economy has made such remarkable progress. 


‘About 18 months ago Her Maijesty’s Government launched a 
trade campaign in the Federal Republic and West Berlin. I am 
therefore very glad that trade between our two countries is now 
running on record levels and that West Berlin has had a full share in 
this most satisfactory development,’ Mr. Maudling said. ‘Last year 
saw West Berlin’s imports from Britain nearly doubled and exports 
to Britain increased by one-third. 


*This improvement continues and I am sure that there are still 
ee for Berlin products in the British market. I hope 
that in manufacturers will seek them out. Your Berliner Absatz- 
organization is well known to us and we look forward to a continued 
expansion of trade with this very important and progressive city. 
Our respective Governments must try to ensure that their trade 
policies are designed to strengthen and not impede this progress. 
‘Here in Berlin you have a very special appreciation of the value of 
unity. To the observer in this city it must be abundantly clear why we 
simply cannot afford economic or political disunity in Western Europe. 
Some solution must be found to the problems arising from the

existence of two separate economic groups. In England we say “where 
there is a will there is a way.”’ I feel that the will is now increasing 
and I am sure that a way can be found. When it is, we shall have a 
real basis for increasing prosperity for our own peoples and providing 
an increased measure of aid for the less developed countries of the 
world. What a challenge this is. We must, by combined skills and 
resources, help these nations towards the realization in freedom of 
their ambitions and, in a relatively short space of time, towards a 
standard of living that took our countries centuries to achieve.’ 

Mr. Maudling recalled that this year the Royal Society in Great 
Britain was celebrating its tercentenary. This group of men learned 
in the natural sciences was brought into being in 1660 by King 
Charles II who had expressed the belief that their activities would in 
one way or another bring advantage to his realm and to the world. 
History had shown that his expectations had been realized and the 
anniversary served to remind us of the tremendous part played by 
scientists and technologists through the ages. 


‘Mindful of this anniversary and of its significance for the tasks that 
lie before us we have chosen as the theme for our display in the 
British Pavilion this year “British Technology Serves the Future”’,’ 
Mr. Maudling said. “We hope that it may be of particular interest in 
Germany which has made such great contributions itself to the 
progress of science and technology. 

‘Scientists, technologists, tec-inicians and craftsmen working 
together are the brains and skilled hands of industry. It is they who 
invent new processes, increase productivity and control the ever more 
complex machines of manufacture. You will see in the exhibit some of 
their work. They hold a key to our prosperity and will play an in- 
dispensable part in the development and preservation of the free 
world. We must see to it that they have the opportunity to use their 
powers to the full for the benefit of us all. 


Vital Problem of Increasing Exports Has Aroused Immense Interest 


SPEAKING AT A businessmen’s luncheon in Worcester on Monday 
about the importance of exports in the national economy, The Rt. 
Hon. Frederick Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, referred 
to the immense interest which had been aroused by the Prime 
Minister’s speech in July. 

‘I am glad to be able to say that today exports are news in a way 
they have seldom been in the past,’ Mr. Erroll said. “The Prime 
Minister’s important speech in July when he addressed some 400 
industrialists under the aegis of the F.B.I., the N.U.M., and the 
A.B.C.C. led to a large number of letters in the Press. In addition, 
many companies and individuals have written to the Prime Minister 
or to us in the Board of Trade to put forward their views or suggestions 
for ways to increase our exports. 

‘Not all these suggestions are practicable; in a few cases, I am sorry 
to say, they are not even very sensible. But we have been delighted 
by the immense volume of interest that has been aroused in this vital 
problem of increasing our exports. All suggestions and comments we 
have received are being carefully considered because we cannot afford 
to overlook any idea ‘on may lead to a better performance in overseas 


‘A number of writers had suggested ways in which the help the 
Government gives to exporters could perhaps be improved, but quite a 
proportion of t letters had called attention to the need for greater 
salesmanship, prompt speed dates, providing catalogues and litera- 
ture in the customer's own janguage, and other such points which 
were essentially matters for the individual exporter. 

“This activity and interest is most encouraging,’ Mr. Erroll said. 
‘It suggests that industrialists are thinking about exports, and the need 
to pay our way, as a present and pressing problem which concerns 
them, and not as a matter for the other fellow and the gentlemen at 
the Treasury and the Board of ‘Trade. 


“We need more exports and more exporters. We should like to see 


our good exporters increasing their overseas sales, and we should like 
to see our moderate exporters achieving a greater volume of exports.

But even more we should like to see firms who do not at present export 
begin to do so, to lift their eyes from their familiar customers, and to 
look beyond the seas to people with unfamiliar names who can be their 
customers in the future.’ 


Mr. Erroll said that he did not wish in any way to minimize the 
problems which might confront the firm exporting for the first time. 
Obviously, selling overseas might well require more thought and 
effort than selling at home in a familiar market. He was well aware, for 
example, that the commercial and official documents involved were 
both numerous and more complicated than for home sale. Indeed, the 
problem of simplifying export documents was being considered by 
several international bodies, and we were giving it a great deal of 
thought. Nevertheless, to master this piece of technique was not more 
difficult than scores of other problems that the enterprising business- 
man took in his stride. 


“The intial steps may require some effort, but exporting can soon 
become familiar ground if you decide to make it so,’ the Minister 
continued. ‘We in the Board of Trade know of many companies who 
are now selling overseas as casually as they sell to Nottingham or 
Glasgow, although a few years ago they hardly knew the difference 
between a letter of credit and a bill of lading. 


‘I must admit that to begin with some of these firms took a good 
deal of persuading. In the event many of them have been surprised 
and delighted with what they have achieved. 


‘To those of you who have not so far attempted to export, I would 
say, “‘why not join in this great adventure?” You will not have to 
play a lone hand. Both the Government and private enterprise are 
ready and anxious to help you.’ 


Mr. Erroll then reminded his business audience of the wide range of 
services offered by the Government to assist exporters and prospective

“We cannot sell your goods for you, and I am sure you would not 
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want us to try, but there are many ways in which we can help, and 
we should be very pleased to be of service to you,’ Mr. Erroll said. 


“You may wonder about the quality of the services we can offer you. 
We are far from being smug and satisfied with ourselves but a few 
inquiries should convince you that our help is well worth having.

He went on to say that there were many export merchants with 
widespread experience of the export trade who could provide outlets 
for firms who might decide that it was better not to attempt to export 
direct. These merchants filled a most important role and much of our 
export trade passed through their hands. In addition, many firms 
of shipping agents were experts in the business of transportation and 
documentation and they too were always anxious to increase their 
business. (An article on the services of export merchants appears on 
page 617 of this issue of the Board of Trade Journal and one on 
those shipping and forwarding agents will be given in a future 
issue. 

‘I am fully aware that many firms who do not export direct, never- 
theless make a substantial contribution to our exports by supplying 
materials or components to other manufacturers, who 
export the finished product,’ Mr. Erroll said. ‘Many such permenant 
manufacturers export direct as well and so make a double contribution 
to our export trade. I hope that more of them will examine the pros- 
pects of exporting direct. 


‘Remember, too, that export business is good business and there is 
obviously much commercial advantage in having a diversity of markets 
for your products instead of having to rely exclusively upon the 
home market. 

‘I am convinced that many of our manufacturers who have not 
looked outside the home market could build up an export trade if they 
had the will to do so. I would not deny that exporting has its diffi- 
culties but equally it has its rewards. And so I appeal to those of you 
who are exporting already to redouble your efforts and to those of 
you who are not yet exporting to take the plunge. Come on in. There 
are lots of us ready to give you a helping hand.’ 


Minister of State to Visit South America 


MR. ERROLL, together with Mrs. Erroll, will visit Colombia, 
Ecuador, Peru, Chile, Argentina, Uruguay and Brazil between 
October 14 and November 17. 

The Minister will see as much as he can of the contribution already 
made by United Kingdom firms to economic development in South 
America and he will discuss the further opportunities for increasing 
trade with these countries, whose commercial links with the United 
Kingdom are of long standing. 


The Minister, who has a special responsibility for the drive 
to increase United Kingdom exports, visited Panama and the Central 
American Republics and Mexico in January of this year. United 
Kingdom exports to the countries he is to visit totalled £77 million 
in 1959 — some 6 per cent. of their total imports. 


Lord Craigton’s Visit to Sweden on EFTA Mission 


LORD CRAIGTON, Minister of State for Scotland, began a ten-days’ 
industrial tour of Sweden on September 8, the purpose of which is to 
promote trade between Scotland and Sweden in the context of the 
European Free Trade Area. 


This is the first industrial tour of Sweden ever undertaken by a 
Scottish Minister. Before leaving Lord Craigton said at a press 
conference in Edinburgh that he believed that the coming into 
existence of EFTA presented an opportunity for the exploration at 
first hand of the benefits both to Scotland and Sweden of the new 
agreement. 

He said that during his tour he had been offered opportunities to 
talk to business communities about Scotland and to learn something 
about Sweden generally. He affirmed his belief that under the EFTA 
agreements, the business the two countries could do together was 
potentially ‘big’ business. “We already do quite a lot’ he said. In 1959 
Sweden imported goods to the value of £118 million from Britain. 
In return we bought from Sweden goods worth exactly the same 
amount. The tariff changes should give a fillip to the interest of 
Scottish markets for quite a number of products — particularly as 
some of these markets are growing fast.’

UNITED KINGDOM exports in August were valued at £279-8 million» 
imports at £381-9 million, and re-exports at £12-9 million. 


After eliminating normal seasonal variation, United ony 
exports in June, July and August, were 4 per cent. less than in the 
three months March to May. The average of exports in the first 
eight months of this year was 6} per cent. more than the evpenge 
for the year 1959, 


Imports were 1} per cent. more in June to August than in March 
to May, and the average of the first eight months of this year was 13 per 
cent. more than the average for the year 1959. 


Monthly average re-exports in June to August amounted to {12 
million, compared with £11 million in March to May. The monthly 
average for the first eight months of this year was also £11 million, 
the same rate as in the year 1959.

In the early post-war years the firm soon learned that competition was 
keener and that much more concentration on overseas markets was 
necessary if they were to maintain the goodwill of their pre-war export 
sales. How overseas sales were maintained is perhaps best put in the 
words of Mr. A. Kershaw, who is in charge of Stratton’s Export Sales 


Department: 

“We quickly realized that personal contact with overseas customers, 
even where a good agent exists, was an absolute “‘must.’’ Good and 
reliable agents and Mandiaers would have to be appointed, and most

important, a first-class product with a prompt delivery date made 
available. As to after sales service we are fortunate that our equipment 
requires very little such service, but if required at any time, it can be 
given quickly and efficiently.’ 

He added that most firms wishing either to enter the export field 
for the first time or to increase their overseas activities would possibly 
not be fortunate enough to manufacture a product with such spon- 
taneous world-wide potential: ‘But from our own experience, provid- 
ing a manufacturer has a good sound product, with some little effort 
and the right sales technique, including personal visits, overseas 
marketing should prove to be well worth while. 

‘Apart from the importance of export trade to the national economy, 
the obvious advantages to the manufacturer are increased production, 
longer “‘runs’”’ with consequent reduction in costs, and a wider spread 
of markets giving maximum cushioning effect against any localized 
sales resistance which may occur.’ 

What of correspondence and literature to the overseas customer? 
These, said Mr. Kershaw, should preferably be in the language 
of the buyer, but failing this, an exporter should at least take the 
trouble to work out prices in the purchaser’s own currency, and weights 
and specifications in accordance with the system he understood. 
In addition frequent visits to overseas distributors and customers 
were important to continuing success and expansion. For the smaller 
firm unable to arrange this, a good export merchant would undertake 
marketing and also take care of the documentation required to effect 
shipment overseas. 

“The complex nature of modern world economy necessarily create 
a mass of important and complicated paper-work, which may deter the 
would-be exporter from going ahead. It is essential that properly 
trained and ced staff are engaged to handle this, although 
should this not be practicable in the early stages, we can from our 
own experience say that we are deeply indebted to the Board of Trade, 
the Federation of British Industries, Chambers of Commerce, banks, 
United Kingdom Trade Commissioners overseas, and other organiza- 
tions for their invaluable assistance. For the mere cost of a postage 
stamp or telephone call, these organizations, in particular the Board of 
Trade and their Export Services Branch, will be only too eager to 
give the benefit of their specialized knowledge to any genuine in- 


quirer.’ 

The directors of the company also stressed the value of subscribing 
to the Board of Trade’s Export Service Bulletin. They instanced an 
inquiry for short-wave radio receiving equipment from an important 
organization in Paris obtained through the Export Service Bulletin. 
Details of the equipment available, together with prices and delivery 
dates were immediately sent to the inquirer. As the result of this

de Havilland Propellers Ltd., of Hatfield, have received a contract 
for propeller equipment for the prototype Breguet 1150 Atlantic, 
the new maritime reconnaissance aircraft for NATO Air Forces. 
The Atlantic, which is powered by two Rolls-Royce Tyne turbine 
engines, has been chosen for NATO from a total of 25 different 
designs.

Imports of Cotton Manufactures from India and Pakistan 


NOTICE TO IMPORTERS No. 953 deals with the arrangements for 
1961 referring to cotton textile imports from India and Pakistan as 
described in paragraph 2 of Notice to Importers 919 dated 
tag 21, 1959 (see Board of Trade Journal, November 27, 1959, 
page 860). 


An interim allocation of licences to importers with a record of 
direct imports in the base period has already been made. Applications 
are now invited for licences against the balance of the quotas. 


_ The allocation of final licences will be calculated in relation to base 
period figures reduced, where appropriate, by a proportion up to 
20 per cent. to take account of re-exports which could not be directly 
traced. It may also be necessary to place a limit on the proportion of 
each quota or of one of them to be allocated to an individual importer. 


The quantity allocated for imports from India in 1960 was greater 
than the ceiling figure of 175 million square yards. As provided by the 
arrangements between the Cotton Board and the Indian industry, this 
excess will be deducted from the ceiling figure in 1961. Accordingly the 
total quantity available for licensing from India is less than in 1960. 


Base period allocations will in all cases be less than for 1960 for India. 


Goods Held up at Docks 

Any base period importer may also apply for an additional licence 
valid in 1960 to enable goods now at the docks to be cleared. The 
amounts covered by such additional licences will be deducted from 
the importer’s allocation for 1961. Applications under this paragraph 
cannot be entertained from importers who did not import during the 


base period or for quantities in excess of the applicant’s allocation 
for 1961. 


Newcomers 


A proportion of each of the quotas is being reserved for new entrants 
to trade with India and Pakistan and in issuing licences against each 
quota account will be taken of the applicant’s converting activity for 
the year ended March 31, 1960, as returned to the Cotton Board, and 
of the converting activity of established converters in Northern 
{reland. 


It is emphasized that the total quantities available for allocation 
to new entrants are limited. Applicants should state the nature of 
their business, the use to which the imported goods will be put and 
any special reasons for importing from India or Pakistan (see page 2, 
paragraph 2 of Form TIP/A and ILB/A). 





Warning 
All importers are reminded that commitments made in advance of 
receipt of a licence are entirely at their own risk. Final licences will 


be issued as soon as possible after all applications have been con- 
sidered. 


Imports for Re-export 
Licences will continue to be granted outside the quotas for goods 


imported for re-export as set out in paragraphs 1 and 8 of Notice to 
Importers No. 919 dated November 21, 1959.

IN 1959, almost £2,100,000 was paid to industrial undertakings in 
Northern Ireland under the Capital Grants to Industries Acts 
(Northern Ireland), towards the cost of plant, machinery and build- 
ings, states a report issued by the Northern Ireland Ministry of 
Commerce. Grants were paid to 813 undertakings, 71 more than 
in 1958. 

Since the inception of the scheme in 1954, over £8,000,000 has been

Application for Anti-dumping Duty on Rice, Millet 
and Buckwheat starches 


THE BOARD OF TRADE gave notice on October 30, 1959, that they 
were considering an application for the imposition, under the Customs 
Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957, of an anti-dumping duty 
on rice, millet and buckwheat starches imported from the Federal 
Republic of Germany. After examining the circumstances the Board 
of Trade are satisfied that dumping has been taking place, and that 
this has caused material injury to the United Kingdom industry. 
The Board of Trade now announce that the German manufacturers 
concerned have agreed to raise their export prices forthwith to

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Record Number of Exhibitors at Farnborough 


THe SOCIETY OF BRITISH Aircraft Constructors 21st flying dis- 
play and exhibition at Farnborough, which has been aptly named ‘one 
of the greatest social occasions in the aircraft industry’ attracted more 
overseas visitors this year than on any previous occasion. It was esti- 
mated that more than 8,000 overseas guests, many of whom hold 

senior positions in their Governments, Air Forces or airlines, attended 
during the three guest days, September 6, 7 and 8. In all there were 
115 countries and territories represented. Important United Kingdom 
guests included Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
the Minister of Aviation, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, the Minister of 
Defence, Mr. Harold Watkinson, and the Civil Lord of the Admiralty, 
Mr. C. I. Orr-Ewing. 

The ever growing importance of the exhibition was emphasized 
by the increase in the number of stands and exhibits which this year 
totalled 382 as compared with last year’s record number of 376.

demonstrated on an outdoor site. Sperry is playing a major part in the 
development of comprehensive instrumentation and automatic control 
systerns for advanced aircraft projects, both in the United Kingdom 
and in Europe. One example is the D.H. 121 on which Sperry is 
collaborating with Smiths and Kelvin Hughes. However, systems for a 
number of other aircraft projects are being developed both in the 
V.T.O.L./Helicopter and conventional aircraft fields for both military 
and civil applications. 


About a year ago overheating in the wheel brake system of Comet 
aircraft became a problem. The Airscrew Company and Jicwood, 
Ltd., of Weybridge, Surrey, provided the answer.

to survive the most violent crashes. The recorder, only 13 inches long 
and six inches wide and six inches deep is being marketed by Sir W. G. 

Armstrong Whitworth Aircraft of Coventry, a member of the Hawker 
Siddeley Group after several years of development by missile elec- 
tronic engineers in its Australian Division. 


Rolls-Royce featured on their stand a representative range of their 
military and civil gas turbine engines. The exhibit emphasized the 
world-wide nature of the company’s business and experience in the 
operation of commercial gas turbine engines. There were six different 
exhibition engines on their stand covering by-pass jet, pure jet, 
prop-jet, and lift jet types. 

The SBAC announced that more than £1,000 million worth of 
products have been exported by the British Aircraft Industry to some 
160 countries and territories since the war. Of this total half has been 
earned during the last four years, and more than £300 million by the 
sale of aero engines. The Society state that the £1,000 million does not 
include royalty payments received from the manufacture abroad of 
British aircraft, aero-engines and equipment. 

In recent years nearly 50 such agreements have been signed with 14 
countries covering eleven basic types of aeroplanes and 14 types of 

aero-engines. Nor does the total include the value of all products 
sold abroad by the Society’s 574 Member companies. Many items 
of equipment such as parachutes, flight refuelling equipment, fuel 
tanks, test and aerodrome equipment, to name only a few, are not 
classified under ‘aviation’ headings in the Board of Trade’s export 

gures 


A few of the leading exporters of aircraft, aero-engines and equip- 
ment are: Hawker, Vickers-Armstrongs, English Electric, de Havilland, 
Bristol Aircraft, Rolls-Royce and Bristol Siddeley. In addition a wide 
range of equipment has been sold abroad. Examples include: Dowty 
Rotol — £12 million worth of undercarriages, pumps, accessory 
drive equipment, propellers, hydraulic and electrical components 
sold to 41 countries. Marconi — £10 million worth of airborne and 
ground based communications, navigational aids and radar sold to 
54 countries. Lucas — £8 million worth of fuel systems sold to 27 
countries. Goodyear — £6 million worth of tyres and brakes. Rotax — 
£6 million worth of electrical equipment used in 16 types of foreign 
aircraft. Ferranti — £5 million worth of instruments and radar sold to 
38 countries. Ultra Electronics — £5 million worth of rescue and inter- 
communication equipment. Flight Refuelling — £3 million worth of 
flight refuelling equipment. 


The customary full flying programme was staged which included the 
SC-1 vertical take-off research aircraft, six turbine powered airliners, 
half a dozen fighter aircraft, helicopters, V-bombers and many other 
aircraft. The Royal Air Force’s participation in the display was most 
impressive, featuring a V-bomber scramble — all four bombers were 
airborne within one minute and 37 seconds — Jet Provost formation 
aerobatics, a flypast by Service Lightnings and, of course, the in- 
comparable Treble One Squadron, the Black Arrows, who made their 
final appearance at the show.

Lower Prices of Basic Materials in August 


THE PRICE INDEX of basic materials used in manufacturing industry 
has been provisionally estimated for August at 97:5 (1954=100). 

From the more detailed information now available for June and July, 
the average price level of these materials is shown at T'able 1 to have 
fallen by two per cent. over the last two months. Raw rubber, which 
has experienced a steep price fall of 19 per cent. since June, and raw 
wool, which decreased in price by 8 per cent., together with reduced 
prices of materials for food manufacture, accounted for most of the 
decline in the index. A number of other commodities, including 
non-ferrous metals, raw cotton and materials for leather manufacture 
also showed some decrease in price but the index of fuel prices was 
slightly higher. 


The index of materials and fuel used in food-manufacturing 


as the new crop came into the market. The prices of materials used 
in the mechanical and electrical engineering industries also shows a 
downward shift in the most recent period. Here again, the fall is 
largely due to the lower prices for rubber and non-ferrous metals. On 
the other hand, the indices for construction and house-building 
materials continue their upward trend, mainly on account of the rise 
in price of bricks and timber products. 

The rise in the index for all manufactured products which began 
in April, after three months of stability, continues and the index is now 
nearly a point higher than it was in that month. This is mainly 
attributable to increases in the prices of engineering manufactures, 
bricks, timber products, bedding, cutlery and rubber goods, though these

(1) The index numbers are calculated from the price movements of 
some 7,000 closely defined materials and products representative of 
goods purchased and manufactured by United Kingdom industry. 
The index for an individual commodity is its current home market 
price expressed as a percentage of its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling indices for groups of commodities these 
percentages are combined in proportion to the value of purchases or 
sales of the individual commodities in 1954. The proportions have been 
derived from the Census of Production, short-term statistics of 
production, the Trade and Navigation Accounts, information supplied 
by trade associations and from various other sources. 

(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 
commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. The indices of materials purchased by industry include 
imported materials, and where it is possible to do so the indices of 
output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement in 
export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices, and hence the sector indices 
of total sales including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 

(3) Commodity indices covering United Kingdom manufactures 
in general relate to a ‘principal product’ (or a group of principal 
products) of an industry as defined in the Census of Production; the 
weights used in compiling the indices include the value of sales of 
the principal products of an industry by undertakings classified to 
other Census industries. For each of the sectors of industry for which 
indices are published in Table 2, sales of principal products correspond 
very closely to total sales of the sector. 

(4) In determining the weights used in calculating indices which 
combine the price movements of several materials or products, the 
value of goods for which no price reries are available is imputed to

price series which may be expected to move similarly. 

(5) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are 
used in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 
which case ‘delivered prices are used. The prices are exclusive of 
purchase tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 

(6) Where the price for an item ceases to be available and the item 
is replaced by a substitute, an adjustment is made to maintain 
comparability. 

(7) To facilitate further calculation the indices are given to one 
decimal place in most cases, but small month to month movements 
have little significance. Indices for which full information has not 
been received are shown with an asterisk to indicate that they are 
provisional. Commodity index numbers are revised to take account 
of errors or very late notification of price changes, but unless these 
revisions are exceptionally important they are not carried through to 
the indices of purchases and output of sectors of industries in Tables 
1 and 2. 

(8) The series of wholesale price index numbers based on 1954 =

Retail Sales in Northern Ireland 


STATISTICS PREPARED by the Ministry of Commerce show that 
the total value of retail sales in Northern Ireland in July was 3 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier, as against an average increase of 2 per cent. in 
the second quarter as a whole. Sales by household goods shops in July, 
the third month since hire-purchase restrictions were introduced, were 
again below the level of a year earlier; and sales by clothing and 
footwear shops were also slightly below the year earlier level.

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Substantial Increase in Capital Expenditure in the Second Quarter of 1960 


DURING THE second quarter of 1960 fixed capital expenditure by 
manufacturing industry is isi estimated to have been 
18 per cent. higher than in the same quarter a year earlier, with 
expenditure by ‘Other industries and services’ (b) 12 per cent. higher. 
Taken together, these two broad groups of industries showed an 
increase in expenditure of about 15 per cent. over the level for the 
second quarter of 1959. In volume terms (at 1954 prices) this joint 
increase is provisionally estimated as one of 14 per cent., comprising an 
increase of 17 per cent. for manufacturing and 12 per cent. for ‘Other’ 
industries. Expenditure in the second quarter of this year was higher 
pons by the first quarter, both before and after allowing for seasonal 
trends. 


Manufacturing Industry 


The increase of 18 per cent. in manufacturing industry’s capital 
expenditure in the second quarter of 1960, over the level of the same 
quarter a year earlier, compares with an increase of 11 per cent. over 
the previous year’s level in the first quarter. Expenditure on building 
work rose substantially more (up £18 million and 39 per cent.) than 
on plant and machinery (up £13-6 million and 10 per cent.), while 
expenditure on vehicles (a relatively small item) increased by 31 per 
cent. over the level of the same period a year earlier. The volume of 
fixed capital expenditure (at 1954 prices) by manufacturing industry 
was 17 per cent. higher during the second quarter than in the same 
period one year previously, after being 12 per cent. higher during the 
first quarter. The increase in capital expenditure between the first and

second quarters of this year, in manufacturing industry, was about 
10 per cent. in terms of current prices and 8 per cent. in volume 
(1954 prices) terms — and only a little less if normal seasonal factors 
are taken into account. 


Other Industries and Services 

Total capital expenditure at current prices by ‘Other industries and 
services’ in the second quarter of 1960 is provisionally estimated to be 
12 per cent. higher than in the second quarter of 1959. Expenditure 
on plant and machinery increased by 4 per cent., expenditure on 
vehicles by 10 per cent. and expenditure on new building work by 


18 per cent. At 1954 prices, the increase in the total was 12 per 
cent. Allowing roughly for seasonal factors, total iture, both at 
current and at 1954 prices, was slightly higher in the second quarter 


than in the first quarter of the year. 


Revisions have been made to the figures for 1959 and earlier years 
to agree with those in the 1960 National Income Blue Book to be 
published shortly. The figures correspond to the sum of the industries 
described in Table 54 as construction, road passenger transport and 
distribution and other services. The revised figures show that total 
expenditure at current prices in 1959 was 3 per cent. above 1958 
instead of 10 per cent. as shown previously. The increase at 1954 
prices has also been reduced. The reduction is mainly due to expendi- 
ture on new building work being revised downwards. There have been 
consequent revisions to the quarterly figures for 1959 which now 
show a lower rate of increase than that shown previously.

Sales and Production of Gramophone Records in July 


MANUFACTURERS’ SALES of gramophone records in July were 
valued at £932,000 which was 7 per cent. more than in July 1959. 
Total sales for the first seven months of this year were £7°4 million 
or 11 per cent. more than in the corresponding period of 1959, export 
sales in the same period were 6 per cent. less than a year ago. 

In July production of both 45 r.p.m. and 334 r.p.m. records was 
15 per cent. greater than in July 1959, but 59 per cent. fewer 78 r.p.m. 

were produced. 

During the first seven months of this year, total production was 
11 per cent. higher than in the same period of 1959; 29 per cent. more 
45 r.p.m. records, 16 per cent. more 334 r.p.m. records, and 58 per 
cent. fewer 78 r.p.m. records were produced.

Domestic Furniture Deliveries 


MANUFACTURERS’ DELIVERIES of domestic furniture in July are 
estimated on the basis of returns from a sample of manufacturers at a 
value of £8-0 million. 


The provisional index of deliveries for July, which allows for price 
changes and variations in the length of the working month, stands at 
79 (1954 = 100) compared with 93 in July 1959. Estimated orders on 
hand at the end of July amounted to £8 million which compares with 
£7+1 million at the end of July 1959. 


The final figure for the value of deliveries in the second quarter of 
1960 stood at £30-2 million (compared with the estimate of £31-3 
million) and this showed a rise of 3 per cent. over the corresponding 
quarter of last year. When allowance is made for price changes the 
index of deliveries in the second quarter was 99 (1954 = 100) which 
compares with 98 in the corresponding quarter last year. The final 
figure for orders on hand at the end of June was £7°8 million com- 
pared with the estimate based on a sample of returns of £7 million. 

The provisional monthly totals for April/June have now been 
adjusted to accord with the final quarterly figure. The indices of the 
volume of deliveries, in which adjustments have been made have 
variations in the length of the working month and for price changes, 
have also been revised as follows:

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Upward Trend in Industry’s Stocks Continued 


IT IS PROVISIONALLY estimated that stocks held by manufacturers 
and distributors increased by about 2 per cent. in the second quarter 
of 1960, both at book values and in volume. Allowing roughly for 
seasonal factors the increase in the second quarter was larger than 
in the first quarter of the year. The underlying trend in the second 
quarter was therefore strongly upwards. 


Manufacturers’ Stocks 


The total volume of manufacturers’ stocks and work in progress 
(at 1954 prices) is provisionally estimated to have risen by £90 million 
(or about 2 per cent.) during the second quarter of 1960. Although 
this increase is the same as in the first quarter, seasonal adjustment 
(which reduced the figure for the first quarter and leaves the second 
quarter figure more or less unchanged) makes it larger. The increase 
of £90 million represents a marked change from what happened in 
the second quarter of last year, when there was a fall of £5 million, 
and it continues the upward trend revealed by the figures of manu- 
facturers’ stocks since the third quarter of last year. Comparison of 
the volume increases (at 1954 prices) with the book value figures, 
shows that there was a greater element of price increase in the latter 


during the second than during the first quarter. Only a small part of 
the physical increase in stocks can be attributed to stocks of finished 
goods, the main increase having been in materials and fuel, which after

Wholesalers’ Stocks : 


It is provisionally estimated that wholesalers’ stocks at book values 
rose by £16 million (about 14 per cent.) in the second quarter of 1960. 
The rise in the volume of stocks (at 1954 prices) is estimated to be 
£15 million. Both these increases age greater than in the second 
quarter of 1959. Allowing roughly for seasonal factors the increase in 
volume (at 1954 prices) was about the same as in the first quarter, 
The upward trend in wholesalers’ stocks which began at the end of 
1959, thus appears to be continuing. 


Retailers’ Stocks 


Retailers’ stocks showed a further small increase in the second

Net saces of plastics materials in the second quarter, 143,100 tons, 
slightly below the record level of the first quarter, but were 
about 12 per cent. higher than in the corresponding quarter of 1959. 
This is a modest rate of annual increase compared with the very high 
rate, averaging about 26 per cent., which was maintained during the 
twelve months to end-March 1960. Manufacturers’ stocks rose sharply 
during the quarter, by 10,000 tons, to a total of 76,100 tons, indicating 
that the level of production was slightly higher than in the first quarter. 
'Thermoplastics accounted for almost all of this increase in stocks.

Retail Sales Fairly Well Maintained in August 
PROVISIONAL estimates show that retail sales were fairly well 
maintained in August. Estimates for individual sectors of trade are 
not yet available but there are indications that sales by clothing and 
footwear shops were above the level of a year earlier (when trade in 
this sector was tending to slacken because of the unusually fine 
weather), and that the decline in sales by durable goods shops as a 
whole may have continued to level off. 

The index of total sales in August, seasonally adjusted, is estimated 
at 109-110, which compares with 112 in July and 111 for the second 
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quarter; and, while too much importance should not be attached to 
the figure for a single month, this lower index for August suggests 
that the underlying upward trend of recent months may not have 


Compared with a year earlier, the total value of sales in August was 
higher by about 3 per cent., as against increases of 4 per cent. in both 
July and the first half of the year. Prices in the retail trade sector in 
August are estimated to have shown a smaller increase on a year 
earlier than in June and July, and most of the value increase was 
attributable to a greater volume of sales.

Retail Stocks in July 


RETAIL STOCKS in July declined rather more than seasonally, 
from their high level at end-June. In relation to a year earlier, stocks, 
both in value and volume terms, were about 7 per cent. higher at 
end-July, as against increases of about 9 to 10 per cent. in the second 
quarter. The decrease of about 5 per cent. during the month of July 
compares with a regular fall of about 3 per cent. in the month in 
recent years. The decline in July was widely spread among all the main 
categories of shop.

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150,000 Attend First Day of Vienna Autumn Fair 
A Report from the Commercial Secretariat, British Embassy, Vienna 


SgerTEMBER 4 was a warm, fine Sunday, a good day for excursions 
into the Vienna Woods, down the Danube, and to the swimming 

It was also the occasion of a decisive victory for the Austrian 
ootballers over the Soviet team, in a packed stadium. But in spite 
of rival attractions, the opening day of the Vienna Sceaeeeat cil Wiis 
drew a crowd of some 150,000 visitors, a clear indication of the place 
which the Autumn Fair now holds in Viennese life. 

After the Second World War the Fair—like most things in Austria — 
found itself in poor shape. The Messepalast (the former Imperial 

centre of the city was partly destroyed and the 

exhibition halls in the Prater were in disrepair. Since then much has 

changed, and the growth of the fair has progressed in step with the 

nag stiaincar p> shmayancnog 9? The area available in the Messepalast 

has increased from some 9,000 sq. m. to 16,500 with the erection 

of two new halls, and the Prater grounds now cover 360,000 sq. m. 
as against 120,000 in 1946. 

This year’s Autumn Fair brings fresh signs of this growth, with 
the inauguration of the new West Hall, a modern structure of glass 
and steel covering an area of some 130 m. long by 43 m. broad, 
as well as an imposing 90 foot tower and improvements to already 
existing buildings. These investments give evidence of the determina- 
tion of the Viennese to ensure that the fair is worthy of its position 
as a leading commercial event in Central Europe. 

Of the 650,000 who were expected to visit the Autumn Fair, many 
were sightseers who came merely to gaze, to eat “Wurstl’ and to 
sample the wines in the hall set aside for the purpose; for them it 
was to be regarded as a temporary extension of the neighbouring 
fun-fair with its famous giant wheel. For many others, however, it 
was the foremost event in Austrian commercial life, a return to 
business after the slackness of high summer, the beginning of a new 
season. Long before the fair opened almost every hotel room in the 
city was reserved. The fair as an institution is taken seriously amongst 
Austrian businessmen, and in ber they come from Vienna and 
the provinces to see what will be offered during the coming winter. 
Many other visitors come from Europe and overseas to do business. 
Most exhibitors return year after year, and no firm of standing can 
afford to be absent. As with all such occasions, they expect to profit 


only later from their participation, but at many stands substantial 
orders are taken. 


1,500 Foreign Stands 

This autumn some 2,900 Austrian firms were represented, plus 
about 1,500 foreign exhibitors. It is a little disappointing to have to 
record that once again the British contingent amounted to little over 
100, almost all at stands put on by their local representatives, and 
their names mostly familiar from previous years. By comparison the 
Germans were there in force, and other countries were well in evidence. 
A record number of official national stands were mounted in the 
Prater, nineteen in all, the majority in the ‘Hall of Nations’ which 
contained collective exhibits by West and East Germany, Denmark, 
Sweden, Switzerland, France, Italy, Iraq, Morocco, Korea, Yugo- 
slavia, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Roumania, and Hungary. 

India and the United Arab Republic shared a separate hall, and the 
U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R. each used their own pavilion. As usual 
the East Europeans appeared more concerned with prestige than 
with trade (the Sputnik was again to be seen) though in fact the fair 
is significant to them both as buyers and sellers; Vienna is a handy 
meeting point for East and West. 


By contrast the American pavilion showed clear signs of a real 
interest in business, and for the first time was largely the work of 
individual firms. It was heralded as the beginning of a new commercial 
assault. The Swiss stand attracted special attention in the press, 
which warmly welcomed the special effort made by Austria’s nearest 
EFTA partner, together with the Swedish and Danish stands. No 
United Kingdom pavilion was arranged this autumn, as a large and 
to all accounts highly successful exhibit had already been staged in 
the Spring Fair. 

EFTA Aspects of the Fair 


No account would be complete without a mention of the European 
Free Trade Association, which was the subject of much press comment 
before and during the fair. Although the EFTA tariff reductions and 
liberalization measures have been applied for only a couple of months - 
and that during the quietest part of the business year—the effects are 
already being felt. Indeed, the psychological effects were to be seen 
even in the first half of the year, and trade returns show a distinct 
increase in both Austrian exports to and imports from her partners. 


In some quarters the idea of Vienna becoming a focal EFTA Fair 
has its appeal, and it was doubtless to halt such thoughts that the 
President of Austria, Dr. Scharf, stressed at the official opening that 
the event should be regarded rather as a meeting ground for the 
EFTA and the Common Market. In fact the present balance of 
trade was fairly reflected in the participation figures: amongst the 
foreign firms represented 1062 were from the Common Market and 
305 from EF TA members. 


In view of the new opportunities for increasing exports to Austria, 
one might have hoped to see more British goods on show this autumn. 
The thinness of United Kingdom representation is unfortunate, as 
it tends to support the belief held by some Austrians that British 
business is not interested in their country, and it does nothing to 
impress those others whose own horizons extend no further than to 
Austria’s immediate neighbours. 


In the Messepalast, which contains only consumer goods, British 
products have never played a significant role, though a few luxury 
items such as furs and cosmetics were again on display. More proof 
of British interest was given in the Prater grounds by the Danube. 
Here are some 28 halls where all manner of industrial goods, office 
machinery, building materials and electrical household equipment are 
shown, arranged according to the type of product. Agricultural 
equipment and building machinery are shown in the open. British 
exhibits in the Prater covered a wide range of products, from domestic 
refrigerators and washing machines to foundry equipment and 
tractors. Once again, however, the field in which British manufacturers 
were most strongly represented was earth-moving equipment, in 
which British industry has achieved a notable export success. 

Next year the Vienna Spring FP 1ir will be held from March 12 to 19 
and the Autumn Fair from September 10 to 17. Since prospects of 
doing business in Austria should steadily improve as the successive 
stages of the EFT'A come into effect, exporters would be well advised 
to see that their agents are taking full advantage of the opportunity 
to exhibit their products in Vienna. 


Although the total area available has been increasing, space is 
always difficult to come by, and early bookings are essential. It is 
not too soon to begin thinking about the Spring Fair now. The

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British Firms Among Exhibitors at Netherlands Radio Show

A General View of the Exhibition 


THE 11th International Exhibition of Radio, Television and Elec- 
tronic Equipment ‘Firato’ was held at the old RAI building, Amster- 
dam from August 30 to September 6. Total stand space amounted 
to 20,000 square metres and the number of exhibitors to about two 
hundred, of which twenty-four were foreign. Six of these were British. 
Only foreign manufacturers who are represented in the Netherlands 
are eligible to participate. 


The exhibition was open daily to the trade from 10 a.m. to 2.30 p.m. 
and to the public from 2.30 p.m. to 5 p.m. and from 7 p.m. to 10.30 p.m. 
By Saturday evening (September 3) 110,000 people had visited the 
exhibition, 60,000 of them trade visitors. 


The ultimate aim of the organizers of ‘Firato’ is that it should come 
to be recognized as the leading exhibition on the continent of Europe 
in the field of electronics and thus become the centre where all that is 
new in this field would be shown for the first time to the trade and to 
the public. Amsterdam, as a centre of air and sea transport and with 
excellent rail and road connections to all parts of the continent, is 
considered an ideal centre for international exhibitions and a new RAI 
building is at present under construction on the Europaplein, a very 
fine and convenient site, on which it is also planned to build a Congress 
Centre. The 12th ‘Firato’ exhibition will be held in this new building 
from September 1-8, 1961, and this forthcoming event is already being 
widely publicized. 


The most striking feature of this year’s exhibition is the evidence of 
the growing application of the transistor, not only as used in radios 
but also in electronic control and measuring instruments and apparatus, 
telecommunications, etc. 


As far as radios are concerned, continental manufacturers were 
showing a large variety of all types, with emphasis on the small 
transistor with VHF reception as well as the medium, long and short 
wave bands and there were all-transistor radios which are said to play 
for a year on one battery. 


Murphy radios and Garrard record changers, players and a new 
tape recorder were attracting a lot of attention from the trade and 
from the public. Collaro and Cosmocord were also represented. The 
design and styling of the British exhibits were much appreciated and 
prices were competitive. 


There is a good potential market for radios of modern design and 
styling equipped for conversion to various voltages and with plugs 
made for continental sized sockets which are standardized throughout 


Europe. Sets equipped with ferrite aerials should also have connections 
for an outside aerial. 


The turnover in radio and television sets during the past year 
amounted to about thirty million pounds. Sales of television sets rose 
by 40 per cent. during the same period. The rising trend is expected to 


continue and there is no reason why British manufacturers should not 
win a substantial share of the market. 


The Solartron Electronic Group were exhibiting a digital data 
recorder and a variety of servicing, measuring and control instruments 
and apparatus. Their stand was constantly crowded with interested 
trade visitors. The Westinghouse Brake and Signal Company and 


Jackson Bros. (London) Ltd., were also exhibiting electronic instru- 
ments. 


There was no British television exhibit and one Dutch representative 
of a British product emphatically expressed his regret that British 
manufacturers did not seem interested in making TV sets to receive 
the 625 line used in the Netherlands. 

Most of the leading continental manufacturers of electronic products 
were well represented and the German radio, television and gramo- 
phone industry was very much in evidence.

Wood Screws (No. 35 (1) —- TR/60 dated July 22, 1960). The 
Government accepted, inter alia, the recommendation that protection 
to the wood screw industry need not be continued beyond December 
31, 1960. Under a further notification of the same date the import 
duty on iron or steel wood screws falling under Tariff item 63 (33) (a) 
has been reduced to 35 per cent. ad valorem. 


Hand Operated Tyre Inflators (No. 21 (1) T.R./60, dated 
July 22, 1960). The Government accepted, inter alia, the recommenda- 
tion that protection to the automobile hand tyre inflator industry 
need not be continued beyond December 31, 1960. Under a further 
notification of the same date the import duty on hand operated tyre 
inflators and connections and parts thereof, adapted for use as ac- 


cessories of motor vehicles has been reduced to 35 per cent. ad 
valorem. 





Communications Equipment for India 


A contract worth about £1 million has been secured by Murphy 
Radio of Welwyn Garden City, for an extensive vhf radio network 
to be laid down in Northern India. The contract is for Oil India 
Private and will provide telephone communication facilities over 
difficult terrain in the Himalayan foothills where laying ordinary 
land-lines is either impossible or prohibitively expensive. Starting 
at a point about 50 miles south of Khatmandu, the radio-phone link 
system will follow the route of the oil company’s pipe-line for a thou- 
sand miles westwards. Atintervals of thirty miles or so at each pumping 
house a Murphy type MR851 radio station will be installed to give 
36 communication channels forward or back along the pipeline route. 
Similar schemes using the MR851 have already been completed for 
the Snowy Mountains hydro-electric project in Australia and for rough 
country communication for the British Guiana Post Office. 


Import Trade Control 


A PUBLIC NOTICE, No. 73 (60) Import Regulation dated August 24, 
1960, and issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
announced that licences issued for ‘Chemicals, all sorts, including 
Caustic soda and excluding Aqua Pura, refined glycerine and Sodium 
silicate’ (TV/C-1/7), became invalid on August 15, 1960, for the import 
of Hydrochloric Acid and Ferrous Sulphate. Licences also became 
invalid for the import of Sodium Hydro- sulphite in West Pakistan 
including Karachi.

CHILE 
Import Regulation Modifications 


THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE of the Central Bank of Chile at its 
Sessions Nos. 19 (on July 4, 1960) and 24 (on August 8, 1960) agreed 
to the following modificatiors of the import regulations: 
(1) ‘Spare parts for radio communications stations, amplifiers and 
communications receivers’ and ‘transmitters, receivers, and tele- 
graphic and telephonic material in general’ might be i 
without the necessity for an importer to provide detailed lists of 
all the spare parts covered by these two groups of equi t. 
He is now only required to produce a sworn statement his 
imports do not include other classes of goods. 
(2) Under the heading ‘Other machinery, apparatus, utensils and tools 
for agriculture’ (Section XI, Group 60, page 40 of the Import 
List) insert the item ‘Manual crosscut chain saws, motorised’ 
with a deposit of 5 per cent. 
(3) ‘Bearings, blocks, and ball and roller bearings, and their spare 
parts’ might be imported on consignment. 


Imports into the Southern Free Zones 


In THE Board of Trade Journal of January 29, 1960, it was reported 
that registrations made in 1959 for imports into the southern free 
zones were to remain valid until March 31, 1960. The Executive 
Committee of the Central Bank of Chile agreed on July 4, 1960, that 
the period of validity of such registrations should be extended ‘until 
December 31, 1960, provided that the goods concerned had been 
shipped before March 31, 1960. 


Imports of Wines and Spirits, etc. 


The Executive Committee of the Central Bank of Chile agreed at 
their Session No. 24 of August 8, 1960, that the quotas for “Wines, 
spirits and liquors, beers and ciders of Items 249 to 255 of the Chilean 
Customs Tariff’ entering the southern free zones of Chiloé, Aysén 
and Magallanes should be increased by the following amounts: 


Chiloe . U.S. $2,800 (taken from quota item 27). 
Aysen . U.S. $5,000 (taken from quota item 15). 
Magallanes U.S. $25,000 (taken from quota item 15). 


These increases are to ensure the supply of whisky to the southern 
free zones following the re-inclusion of whisky in the luxury goods 
quota (see Board of Trade Journal of April 29, 1960).

Tendering for Uruguayan State Railway Contracts 


H.M. EMBASSY at Montevideo report that the Uruguayan State 
Railways (A.F.E.) have published a Public Notice advising suppliers 
of railway material who are interested in tendering for railway con- 
tracts and are willing to offer terms of finance or deferred payment 
terms that if they have not already acquainted the A.F.E. to this effect, 
they should do so by what is referred to as a Letter of Intent to be 
received by the General Management by September 30, 1960. For 
further information they should apply to the Secretariat of the General 
Management of A.F.E., Calle La Paz 1095, p. 2. This present call to 
register their Letter of Intent in no way compromises the future 
decisions to be taken by A.F.E. 


The Embassy also report that it is A.F.E.’s intention that the 
contracts in question will be the subject of ‘restrictive tendering’ 
and that firms who do not submit Letters of Intent indicating their 
willingness to offer finance or deferred payment will be excluded from 
tendering. Letters of Intent should also be accompanied by a note or 
memorandum providing information about the financial position, 
ability to arrange finance, and experience and history as suppliers of 
railway equipment of the firm concerned. Mention should be made of 
any previous dealings with A.F.E. 
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PARAGUAY 


Restrictions on Imports 


H.M. EMBASSY at Asuncion have now forwarded copies of 
Paraguayan Government Decrees Nos. 11861 of August 11, — 
and 11952 of August 17, 1960, imposing restrictions on imports in 

Paraguay, which were reported briefly in the Board of Trade Seieual 
for September 2, 1960 (page 543). Details of these Decrees are as 


follows: 


Decree No. 11861 


Article 1. Prohibits the importation of the following articles which are 
classified in the Customs Tariff, Law No. 667: Paragraph 957 — cotton 
blankets; paragraph 1058 — woollen blankets; paragraph 1059 (b) — woollen 
mufflers and shawls; paragraph 1060 (a) and (c) woollen 


Article 2. For the purpose of taxation minimum prices have bese estab- 
lished (f.o.b. country of origin) for textiles classified in the following 
paragraphs of the Customs Tariff: 

Paragraph 1053. Mixed fabrics of wool, flock wool, animal hair or of 
waste of these materials, with warp or weft entirely of cotton, flax, hemp 
or other vegetable fibres (except pile fabrics, panes or uncut pile fabrics). 
Textiles up to 60 ins. wide, ten shillings (or its equivalent in other 
currencies) per yard; note: excepting textiles named ENTRETLA. 

Paragraph 1054. Fabrics of wool, flock wool, animal hair or of waste of 
these materials, pure or mixed, n.e.s.: 

(a) Weighing not more than 200 grammes per sq. metre. Textiles up 
to 60 ins. wide, fifteen shillings (or its equivalent in other currencies) 
per yard. 

(b) Weighing more than 200 grammes per sq. metre. Textiles up to 
60 ins. wide, twenty-five shillings (or its equivalent in other 
currencies) per yard. 

Note: Exceeding this measurement, value will be computed in 
proportion to the established width. 


(Article 2 of this Decree does not constitute a prohibition on imports, as 
stated in the Board of Trade Journal for September 2, therefore, but fixes 
minimum prices on which import duties will be assessed.) 


Article 3. The minimum prices of the textiles specified in Article 1 of 
Decree No. 11431/60 (see Board of Trade 7 for August 19, 1960, 
page 453) applies to textiles of 36 ins. width. 


Article 4. The minimum prices established in this present Decree will 
apply to importations despatched as from the date of this Decree. The 
resolution in Article 1 of the present Decree will take effect in 30 days for 
importations from neighbouring countries and from the Republic of 
Uruguay, and in 90 days for importations from elsewhere.
